As to the financial condition of the 
editor o í the H e r a ld we have to say 
that when he has not been able to 
“ buya breakfast” he has not bummed 
a breakfast, nor has he left at any of 
the places where he has lived an un­ 
settled board bill. 


Fraudulent Claims. 


The claim recently set up to a por­ 
tion of the land between Main street 
and the next street is generally re­ 
garded as a wholesale 
attempt 
to 
extort money from the' owners of the 
property, and is hy all bitterly de­ 
nounced. 
That the claim has no 
foundation in fact and cannot be bol­ 
stered into even the semblance of le­ 
gality no one doubts for a moment, yet 
it will tend to depreciate the value of 
property and subject the owners to no 
inconsiderable amount of annoyance 
and expense. 
Some remedy against 
this species of extortion should be tie- 
vised. Under the existing law any 
one may set up a claim to property 
and commence suit for possession, in­ 
curring no expense if defeated except 
attorney's fees and cost of suit. While 
we have no more protective law than 
now, no man’s property is safe, and 
uo matter how long he has .held pos­ 
session or what amount of improve­ 
ments he has made, he is in danger of 
having his title clouded and himself 
put to a heavy expense by any one 
who thinks there isa chance of being 
bought otF by commencing suit for 
possession of what he never owned or 
had the slightest claim to. The reme­ 
dy for this species of outrage is a law 
compelling those who set lip the 
claim and commence suit to give 
bonds for all damages the owner of the 
property may sustain by reason of 
such claim and litigation. We hope 
that before adjournment the Legisla­ 
ture will protect citizens by the pas­ 
sage of such a law as we have indica­ 
ted. 


Little Aaron. 


Senator S a r g e n t may or lie may 
not be in earnest in his declaration of 
war on the Central and Southern Pa- 
citicic Railroad Company. 
It may be 
that he is merely endeavoring to force 
those corporations to ouce more take 
him into their service, and it may be 
that he has imbibed the notion that 
he can become as popular an anti­ 
railroad leader as he was once the 
earnest Congressional pettifogger of 
railroad companies. If we may judge 
what a man will do by what he has 
<loue,4t may be estimated that as the 
Senator was exceedingly zealous in 
the cause of railroads when they em­ 
ployed him, he will oppose them with 
proportionate zeal now that he has 
turned against them. Every well in­ 
formed resident of California well 
knows that S a r g e n t owes his seat in 
the United States Senate to the friends 
of the Central Pacific railroad—they 
all know that without the support of 
these friends he would have stood no 
more chance of election to the Senate 
than he uow stands to be elected Pres­ 
ident. AH know that he was the crea­ 
ture of corporations to whom he was 
indebted for power and for whom he 
labored with the earnestness of one 
anxious to serve his masters. His 
apostacy will not increase public con­ 
fidence in him. His statements con­ 
cerning the Central Pacific will be re­ 
garded as the testimony of the knave 
who betrays his companions to save 
his own neck, and will he accepted 
with many grains of allowance. The 
Central people do not, however, offer 
objections to the laying before the pub­ 
lic of their entire business, provided 
Mr. S a r g e n t will not impair their 
reputation as business men by stating 
the amount he lias cost them.

inanorsetof meneare to have tlieir 
bad speculations too freely commented 
on. 


Thomas A. Hendricks. 


The name of T hom as A. H e n ­ 
d r ic k s, of Indiana, is more frequent­ 
ly mentioned in connection with the 
Democratic candidacy for President 
than any other man in the Union. He 
is probably the most acceptable and 
therefore the strongest candidate that 
the Democracy can select for their 
standard bearer in the approaching 
campaign.

The Third Line to the Sea. 


Over a year ago the H e r a l d pre­ 
dicted that the time would come when 
Los Angeles would have not one or 
two but half a dozen railroad connec­ 
tions with the sea. Already we have 
two roads and we shall have others 
soon. One of these might be built 
over the following route: Starting 
from the new depot of the Southern 
Pacific railroad, running through the 
depression to tlie North of the city 
and coming out into the valley near 
the woolen mills. From this point it 
would run direct to the sea, reaching 
the beach at the Boca de Santa Monica. 
The road could descend to the water 
by regular grade aloug Santa Monica 
creek, or through a cut Southeast of 
the mouth of the gulch. A tunnel not 
over a thousand feet long, just North 
of the city, betweeu the cemetery and 
Mayor B e a u d r y ' s reservoir, would be 
necessary to reach the head of the lit­ 
tle valley which connects with the lev­ 
el of the plain at the woolen mill, but 
the remainder of the route would offer 
uo obstruction to track laying. The 
road would connect with a wharf to 
deep water at or near the mouth of 
Santa Monica creek. The Southern 
Pacific could build this short piece of 
road at trifling cost, and it would give 
Los Angeles the shortest and most di­ 
rect route to the ocean and to San 
Francisco. We suggest this to the offi­ 
cers of that Company and hope its prac­ 
ticability willjao strongly present itself 
to them that they will order a survey 
of the route and thus satisfy them­ 
selves that it is what we believe to 
be—one of the best routes from this 
city to the sea that can be selected. 


Black Malting Suits. 


E d ito r H e r a l d : —My communi­ 
cation to the Evening Republican, the 
other day, under the head of “ The Big 
Suit,” lias been so universally com­ 
mended, that I am induced to say 
more on the subject. 
Everyr honest citizen in the city and 
in the county, yes, in the State, feels 
more or less insecure. 
Many good 
men have confessed to me that they 
did not know that it was possible to 
get upa suit and cast a cloud over the 
title of land without a good show of 
title, until they read iny letter. They 
now see that any man’s title can be 
brought into Court, and by the shrewd­ 
ness of lawyers—they arc all sin ewd— 
can be kept in Court for a term of 
years, to the great detriment of the 
bonatide owner of the laud. 
This 
tiling ought to be stopped, and can be 
effectually stopped by a simple act of 
the Legislature. If the parties bring­ 
ing suit were forced to give good secur­ 
ity for all costs and all damages, these 
black-mailing 
suits would forever 
cease. This city could he damaged to 
the extent of millions of dollars, and 
all progress ended for years to come, 
by a few men capable of s/icrrp-prac- 
tice. 
They can 
take 
up section 
after section 
of 
this 
city 
and 
harrass the 
owners 
of 
property 
for years to come, and 
by 
aid 
of a few outside parties can nego­ 
tiate terms of compromise until ev­ 
ery man in the city is blackmailed. 
To my certain knowledge there are 
men uow at work in this city prepar­ 
atory to bringing suit by which a 
cloud will be cast over the title of 
some of the best property in the corpo­ 
ration. 
It is not their expectation to 
win the suit, but they know it will de­ 
preciate the price of the property, and 
they further know that the owners 
will pay a good bonus rather than 
have the property tied up in this way. 
There is nothing that could retard the 
progress of our city and county as 
these suits. But if these fellows had 
to become responsible for all cost and 
damages they would as soon put their 
foot in the fire as bring suits of this 
kind. The cost would not deter them 
much, but when the owner of the laud 
came to assess the damages he sus­ 
tained by having a cloud cast over his 
title, it would, in some cases, run up 
to many thousands. For instance, 
take four or five blocks in this city 
and tie them up in law Tor four or five 
years, and estimate the damages the 
owner would sustain. 
Thousands of 
dollars would not pay it. The citizens 
ought to petition the Legislature at 
once on this subject.
